the ſame very hard , hold faſtthe body of the ſaid 
Handkerchief (near to the knot) with your right 
hand, pulling the contrary end with the left hand, 
which 1s the corner of that which you hold.

And to make it appear more afluredly to. be 
indeed, let a ſtranger pull at the end which you hold 
in your teft hand, whilſt you hold faſt the other in 
your right hand; & then holding the kz2ot with your 
fore-finger and thumb, and the nether part of your 
Handkerchieft with your other finger, as you hold 
a Eridle,when you would with one hand tfp up the 
knot, and lengthen your reins: this done,turn your 
Handkerchiet over the knot, with the left hand, in 
doing whereof, you muſt ſuddenly flip out the end 
or corner,putting up the knot of your handkerchief 
with your fore-fingerand thumb, as you would put 
up the fore-ſaid knot of your Bridle. Thendeliver 
the ſame ( cover'd & wrapt within the midſt of your 
uno 9-7 one to hold faſt, and after the pro- 
nunciation of ſome words of Art, and wagers laid, 
take the handkerchief & ſhake it, & it will be looſe. 


A notable Feat of Faſt and Looſe ; namely, to pull 
three BeadSt ones from off a Card, while you 
hold faſt the ends thereof without 
removing of your hands. 
+ þ Ake two little whipcords of 2 foot long a piece, 
double them equally , ſo as there may appear 
four ends. Then take three great beadſtones.the hole 
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of the one of them being bigger than the reſt, and 
put one Bead-ſtone upon the eye or bront of the 
one Cord, and another on the other Cord; then 
take the-ſtone with the greateſt hole, and let both 
the Bouts be hidden therein: which may be the bet - 
ter done, if you put the eye of the one into the eye 
of the other.

Then mult you Ga toadd moreeftfectual, binding 
of thoſe Bead-ſtones to the {tring, and make one 
half of a knot with one of the ends of each fide, 
which 1s for no other purpoſe, but that when the 
Bead-ſtones be taken away, the Cords may be ſeen 
in the Caſe, which the bzholders ſuppoſed them to

make a perfe& Knot) you muſt deliver into the | 
hands of ſome ſtander by, thoſe two Cords, name- 
ly, two endsevenly ſet in hand, and two in the 0- 
ther, and then with a wager and terms of Art, be- 
gin to pull off your Bead-ſtones, which if you handle 
nimbly,S& in theend cauſe him to pull his twoends, 
the two cords will ſhew to be placed plainly , and 
the Bead-ſtones to have come thorow the Cords.

Ake two threads or ſmall Laces, of one foot in 

length a piece:roul up one of them round, which 
will be then of the quantity ofa pea, beſtow the ſame 
between your fore finger & your thumb. Then take 
the other thread & hold it forth at length betwixr 
the fore-finger and thumb of each hand , holding 
all your fingers daintily , as young Gentlewomen 
are taught to take up a morſel of meat. Then let one 
cut aſinder the ſame thread inthe middle 5 when 
that is done, put the tops of your two thumbs toge- 
ther, and ſoſhall you with leſs ſuſpicton receive the 
piece of thread which you hold in your right hand 
unto yourleft, without opening your left finger & 
thumb,then holding theſe two pieces as you did the 
ſame before it was cut, let theſe two be cur alſo a- 
ſunderinthe midſt, and they conveyed as before 
until they be cut very ſhort, and then roul all thoſe 
ends together,and keep that ball of ſhart threads be- 
fore the other in your left hand, and with a Kaife 
thruſt out the ſame intoa Candle, where you may 
hold it until the faid ball of ſhort threads be burat 
toaſhes, then pull back your «nite with your right 
hand, & leave the aſhes with the other ball betwixt 
the fore-finger and thumb of your left hand,& with 
the two thumbs & 2 fore-fingers together, ſeeming 
to take pains to rub the aſhes, until your thread be 
renewed,and draw out that thread at fength, which 
you kept all this while betwixt your forctinger and 
thumb.

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To cut 4 Lace aſunder in the midſt, and to make it 
whole again, . 


Rovide a piece of the Lace which you mean to 

cut, or at the leaſt a pattern like the ſame, one 
inch and a half long, and keeping it double privily 
In your left hand, betwixt ſome of your fingers near 
to the tops thereof, take the other Lace which you 
mean to cut, which you may hang about ones neck, 
and draw down 'your faid left hand to the bout 
thereof, and putting your own piece a little before 
the ather (the end, or rather the middle whereof, 
you muſt hide betwixt yourfore-finger and thumb) 
making the «&ye or bout which ſhall be ſeen of your 
pattern, let ſome ſtander by cut the ſame aſunder, 
and it will be ſurely thought that the other Lace is 
cut, which with words, and rubbing and chating it, 
you ſhall ſcem to renew and make it whole again. 
This, if it be well handled, will ſeem miraculous.

Ou muſt have a box made of braſs, or Crooked- 

Lane Plate, a double box; and not above five 
quarters of an inch deep : inthe midſt muft be the 
bottcm, and both ends muſt have covers to come 0- 
verthem. This box might be ſoneatly made , that 
each lid might have a ſmall bolt artificially contrived 
which though I could make my felt , neither by 
words nor figures, I can deſcribe whereby the Lids

Moreover; for the Cards there. are divers 
other tricks, - which, thoſe that are Cheaters, make 
inual practice, as nipping them, turning up one 
Jer marking them wo little ſpots,placing glafles 
behind thoſe that are. Gameſters, and ig Rings for the 
| purpoſe, 
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purpoſe, dumb ſhews of ſome ſtanders by. Put I will 
not ſtand on diſcovering theſe, for in thisour coulen- 
Ing age, there arc too many ſo expert therein,that they 
maintain themſelves better, than many an honeſtman 
with a lawful trade and calling : onely take this by the 
way thoſe that have money 1n their Purſes, let them 
beware of Carding and Dicing, leſt they wiſh they 
had, when itis toolate.

Of the 
ſame nature is that trick ſormerly mentioned in the 
book, and called, The decollation of John Baptiſt; 

To make one dance naked is a trick of the ſame na- 
tare; for the party} betore-hand is agreed to doit, and 
alſo the manner and circumſtances : So that the jugler 
toblind the people , pronounce.h ſundry words ta 
ſucha perſon, he then beginsto rave like a mad man; 
and puts his cloths off with a kind of violent careleſs- 
nels, though: God knows , the party knows as well 
what he doth, as your ſelf that reads it. 

After the ſame manner (hall you know what money 
another hath in his purſe,& caſting money into apond, 
and finding it under a ſtone, or T hreſhold, in another 
place. Alſo to make a pizce of money to leap out of a 
Cup and run toanother, by means of a ſmall hair faſt- 
ned tothe money, which hair the confederate guided, 
with azmultitude of ſuch (trange teats, which may ſcem 
impoſſible to the jiidgement of the common people, 
to be effected without the affi{tanceof the Devil, or 
ſome fainiliar, which to nominate, is not needful, nor 
will my occaſions permit ſo much leifureas to do it.
